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These crimes were those which rep- 
resented agression against the citiz- 
en's right for self-determination, pro- 
perty and his immediate family. The 
ruler wai entrusted with the execut- 
ion of these defined punishments 
according to what he consedered the 
best way of bringing about an orde- 
rly society. The ruler's aim was to 
proride tranquility for the citizens 
and security for their lives, property 
and immediate family. 

This right which Islam gave the 
ruler is the "executive right" which 
is one pillar in the state system of 
the modern society. But Islam, neve- 
rtheless, concentrated Its primary 
attention on the reliance of the con- 
science of the people. Conscience is 
the creative power in the faithful 
individual. The ruler could not apply 
punishment in the absence of strong | 
evidence. The Propher, peace be upon 
him, says ."No punishment in lack of 
strong evidence". This shows the j 
desirability of preventing the applic- 
ation of the prescribed punishment ; 
for certain crimes unless there is 
strong evidence against those who 
committed the crimes and conseque- ; 
ntly leaves room for the conscience ! 
in constructing the relationships amo- 
ng the citizens. j

1) Thus, the foundation of the 
exacutive authority, which is one of 
the pillars of the state system in 
modem s.cici.y, is also found in the 
nation whMi is the creation of Gad, 
but with \'.'Q stress on conscience 
and belief in God. Belie? in God is 
the path which leads to belief in 
humanity and brotherhood and con- 
sequently to cooperation, equality and 
happiness in life. The? ef ore, what 
the state system lost in neglecting 
the conscience of the individual by 
its complete reliance on the executive 
authority is found in the nation ol 
God in addition to the executive 
authority and at the same time 
preserving *bc dignity of the human 
being. Htunau dignity is exemplified 
in the freedom of the individual and 
his f r ee will hi work and acdon. For 
this, the na ■.!■:.- 1 s of Cod is far above 
toe other societies which are con- 
trolled by outside force.

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such a nation, its function would be 
to correct deviation which occurs in 
every society. However, security and 
tranquility among the people of this 
society depend, first, of all, on cons- 
cience and understanding of the 
values as well as the difference 
between right and wrong instead of 
depending on the executive authority 
exerted by the state. It is the nation 
which has humanistic moral gnnls. 
From the beginning of its existence 
its targes and aims in life were 
clearly defined. These aims were 

humanity and discipline. 

♦♦♦♦♦ 

Trte individuals of tlii* nation, 
at the time in vhich their moral and j 
humanistic behavior sprang from 
their conscience and innate strong ! 
drives, carried the re£ponsihilty for 
guidance to the degree that every 
individual was the guardian of him- 
slf as well a? of the others : " all of 
you are gurdians and a!i of vou are 
responsible for those who are under 
the guardianship '". Man is guardian 
and he is responsible loi his family, 
the woman is guardian, in the home 
of ber husband and she is responsible 
for her children, the servant is gua- 
rdian of the property of his master 
and he is responsible for what he is 
entrusted with, therefore all the 
people are guardians and all of them 
are responsible for what they are 
entrusted with. Besides this respon- 
sibility of guardianship assumed by 



every individual in this nation, there 
existed the elements of personal free- 
dom and collective cooperation amO' 
ng all the individuals. The etent of 
personal freedom, therefore, is limited 
by the conscience of the individual 
himself and his sense of responsibi- 
lity for his activities. The source of 
collective cooperation is the sense 
of guardianship felt by each indivi- 
dual in his particular environment 
and the understanding of the enviro- 
nment of others and they all form 
one cohesive society. This means 
that when one takes care of himself 
in his particular environment, he 
provides for the others equal chances 
for coexistence. When man takes 
care of himself he knows his limita- 
tion according io his possibilities or 
to the conditions of society in which 
he lives. 

As we mentioned before, the 
dependence of conscience which re- 
lies on the belief in God and his 
observance does not abolish the na- 
tion's need for the executive autho- 
rity. But this authority does rot play 
such an essential role as it does in 
the state system tf the modem 
society. 

Islam, which is the distinguished 
nation as the creation of God, gave 
the ruler the right to punish those 
who committed crimes in society. 
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explicitly for fear that the executive 
authority may harm them. 

In brief, modern society by ado- 
pting the state system imposed dis- 
ciplinary order on the individuals 
who obey regardless of their free 
will, and it is this free will that dis- 
tinguishes man from other living 
creatures. In modern society the indi- 
viduals are faced with the psycbol- 
gical struggle between the authority 
of state and religion. Modern society 
as a whole is not excluded from this 
struggle no matter how hard it tries 
to bridge the gap between the state 
system and belief in religion. 

2. The Nation which God Created 

u Vou were the best nation sha- 
ped for men, for you demand good- 
ness, prevent evii and believe in 
God ". This is the nation that God 
created. It is the nation which knew 
good and evil and consequently de- 
manded goodness and prevented evil 
and believed above all in God. It 
is, therefore, a nation with human 
maturity, discipline as well as high 
morals. It distinguished right from 
wrong and knew the ultimate truth : 
the divine being. This nation was 
disciplined, it did what was supposed 
to be done and avoided what man 
was supposed to avoid. It is a nation 
with strong will power as well as 
free will. It was able to distinguish 



between the patterns ef human beha- 
vior and picked out the pattern 
which best represented true humanity. 

It is a humanistic nation with 
true humanistic virtues. It does not 
interpret life in the light in which 
man tends to see it, but raiher looks 
at it the way God wants it to be. 
This nation does not stumble on its 
way through life for it does not 
follow the path of man who is cons- 
tantly under controversial and diffe- 
rent influences, for he is the product 
of his particular environment, here- 
dity, special indoctrination, political, 
religious or sectarian. 

The Individuals of this nation 
are not coevced to do good and to 
evade evil, but they choose their 
way voluntarily. A nation whose 
individuals have ambition and pride 
and whose actions are motivated by 
conscience is founded on the belief 
in God and His observance. And 
God is the center of all their higher 
values and ideals towards which 
the individuals strive and direct 
their actions. 

The society of such a nation is 
a society without any surveillance 
system. It T ias no coercion for it 
does not need executive authority as 
fundamental basis of the state system. 
If an executive authority existed in 
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the churtii asftuned in ctiftating 

human life. It is the system o! the 
"human age" and the human age is 
nothing but the period in which the 
human being sought to be independ- 
ent of "control or guardianship" from 
any other source hiit himself. It is 
this period in v. huh man became 
self-reliant to such degree that he 
overesimated the human mind and 
and what it creates. The system ol 
the state, therefore, is the outcome 
of human philosophy, born from the 
self-recognition of man. Man, th* 
owner and sustainer of this system, 
gives it its higher value as long as 
he believes in the independence 
of the human mind and its creative- 
ness. 

The original logic of the stale 
system in modern society, according 
to this human philosmhy, is the res- 
ult of underevalualino the existing 
guiding values, which c«me out of 
religious missions, not originating 
from man, and which is the message 
from heaver.. Perhaps the communis- 
tic society, at the present time, is 
the best example of folic .ving this 
logic. Oihcr modern societies follow 
the same line but differ in degree. 
The greater ;he "duality between the 
state system and the. faith in relig- 
ion" the grater Is the conflict of 
that society with !he logic of human 
philosophy on which the state system 
is founded. 

From another point of view,

the system of the state itself, for the 
structure of society is the exact 
pattern of the life of the individuals. 
But if the structure of society refle- 
cts the life of the individuals, the 
individuals themselves are the cells 
of the new as well as of the prece- 
ding society. It is not easy, even 
impossible, that individuals, after 
adopting the new system of society, 
detach themselves completely from 
old beliefs that are deep-rooted in 
their hearts. Therefore, the leaders of 
the new system of society try to 
keep the two aliaat elements, the 
m;dern state system and the system 
in which religious belief was prevai- 
ling. They follow this policy in order 
to maintain popularity among those 
people with strong religious belief. 

This policy that the leaders of 
the new society seek to employ is 
actually a manifestation of the stru- 
ggle between two powers, each of 
which desires to have the upper hand 
in guiding and orienting man's life: 
religion or slate ? 

The claim of the communistic 
society that it follows the logic of 
human philosophy by excluding reli- 
gion from the system of society has 
no solid ground, for the individuals 
j in such a system still express their 
l belief in religion in different ways 
! even though they don't ([<• 
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from the factor that the legislators 
are influenced by tlieir social back- 
ground, environment, or the conside- 
ration of the people in power. 

J) Neglecting the importance of 
the collective spirit in the relations 
among individuals to the degree 
that "individualism" became the pre- 
vailing feature of th?se relation?. 

The stale system as seen cannot 
yield different results, for it is the 
product of man, and man is that 
being who lias wisdom, mind, and 
drive. Man is the one who goes 
through the physical processes ©f 
infanthood till adulthood. He is the 
changing being who plans but does 
not create. His plans may materialize 



in this system does not spring from 

the fusion of the three authorities 
and can be corrected by such sepa- 
ration. Its fudamental defect results 
from enforcing control by outward 
coercion : the "police force" or the 
"security force" machinery. The state 
system relies on the "detective app- 
aratus" regardless of whether people 
obey because of their belief or con- 
viction in the validity ol this system 
or not. This system, therefore, "pushes" 
the people to obey much against 
their true will. As a result it cannot 
suit man's nature which is distingui- 
shed from the nature of other kinds 
of living creatures. The actions of 
man are neither automatic nor the 
reflection of his nervous system, but 
raiher the outcome of his flexible 



one time and fail another. j drive. His obedience or disobedience 

should come out of his volition or 
"free will" which springs from his 



The architects of the state who 
constructed its system and advocated 
its validity thought that separation 
. > the three authorities is sufficient 
guarantee for justice towards every 
citizen and for protecting the indivi- 
dual^ rights : the right of freedom, 
of expression, belief and property 
ownership. They thought that this 
system was sufficient to bring about 
cooperation and strengthing 
relations among the citizens. Separa- 
ting the authorities, they claimed, is 
another cheek on the executive auth- 
ority lest it trespasses the boundar- 
ies of the legislative and/or the 
judicial authority. 

But the shortcomings inherent 



innate conviction. 



Man, the owner of this system 
in modern society, overestmates him- 
self. He, as a matter of fact, exagge- 
rates his own value and the value 
of his work. The state is the work 
of the human revolutionists who re- 
belled against being influenced and 
social ! instructed by others — no matter 
how superior or wise the ruling 
power was. 

The state system is the product 
of the European revolutions which 
opposed the influence of religion 
which in the past, exerted on the 
hMman mind and the responsibility 
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a high degree, on the three author- 
ities. These authorities neither create 
consience nor initiate conviction, but 
rather force the citizen to follow 
and obey. 

In drawing up the system of 
the communistic state, Karl Marx 
imagined that withdrawing the capital 
from the citizens and placing it in 
the hands of the state alone would 
eliminate the need for the "police'' 
authority as a tool of security in the 
communistic slate. The vindictive 
feelings as well as the friction among 
the citizens, he claimed, would be 
minimized once equality prevailed 
and the state owned the capital and 
paid the workers fair wages. 

By eliminating the soiuce uf 
friction, Karl Marx envisaged the 
structure of a happy state which 
would not require control from 
above. Despite the withdrawal of 
the capital from the citizens and its 
concentration in the hands of the 
communistic state, the surreiiiance 
over the citizens because pervasive 
and itensified. That is because the 
state system in itself is founded on 
strict control over the people. This 
control did not spring from conscience 
or original creative povver mobilizing 
the individuals towards the goal of 
society. 

It is evidently clear from trie 
system of surveillance the extreme 



importance the state attaches to the 

executive authority. This is apparent 
from the size of securityappararfus, 
and the numerous devices of control 
it exercises over (he people. The 
great attention the state pays to the 
executive authority is again evidence 
that without the physical power, 
concentrated in the executive au- 
thority, the web of society would 
tear and the relationships amoru: 
people, would result in chaos. 

Apparently the state system 
seems to enclose the relationships 
among the people in the social frame, 
but in fact, the social relationships 
were not formed in this system. 
Individualism become the factor 
which shapes the relation - and inter- 
relationships, for the numerous types 
of crimes reveal so many kinds of 
friction among the individuals of the 
society and consequently the superf- 
iciality of the state system is trying 
to cover these disharmonious relatio- 
nships. 

Thus, there are three factors 
characterizing the state system in 
the modern society : 

1) Neglecting the importance 
of the conscience, or neglecting the 
importance of the creative drive of 
the individual toward collective work. 

2) Neglecting the law to re- 
present public welfare, justice, or 
•quality of opportunity. This stems 
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is the ultimate value of society to 
protect its individuals and the purpose 
tor which society exists. 

The executive authority executes 
the law as codified by the legislative 
and applied by the judicial branch. 
The division of authority necessitates 
specialization in each field. The pu- 
rpose oJ this specialization is to secure 
a high degree of perfection for the 
protection of public interest. This 
publ>c interest may be harmed by 
entrusting this function to a non- 
expert. 

This separation of po vers ent- 
rusted to specialized persons enables 
the state to protect public interest 
and + o ensures justice for its citizens 
as "-ell us to provide equal opportu- 
nities in life. This improves the rela- 
tionships among the people and fos- 
ters the spirit of cooperation to 
realize the ultimate aim of society. 
The system of the state, according 
to this conception, is an ideal one, 
but when applied, this system seems 
to be concerned only superficially 
with human behavior rather than 
exerting any influence on the people 
to work towards the ultimate goal 
set by the system of the state. The 
actual system of the state is conce- 
rned with the artificial picture of 
justice and the picture of public inte- 
rest rather than urging the individuals 
to bahtv* jmtly and to ■ * perform 



public interest by way of shaping 

their conscience. 

The system of the stale in mo- 
dern society is imposed on the people 
by the executive authority. The sub- 
jects have to abide by ihe law which 
is codified by the legislative autho- 
rity. Some people may not believe 
in the justice of this law or its sui- 
tability to their welfare as citizens 
of society. As to tli^ law, no matter 
rnw carefully coded, the legislators 
Ihemse'tven are exposed to so many 
kinds of influence. They may be inf- 
luenced by high state officials, the 
environment in which they live, spe- 
cific orientation, or particular outlook 
on life. Therefore, law i f ; not neces- 
sarily the embodiment of justice, not 
is it the reflection of the " spirit of 
abstract " which shou,d guide in the 
making of the law. 

The r.tabiliiy of state which 
rests on the individuals of the so- 
ciety, depends on the system of 
vigilance which is the machinery of 
executive auihurily. A *>hake-up of 
the state system as well as a fading 
of the relationships of the individuals 
in the society depends on the degree 
to which this apparatus succeeds to 
implement the law. Tnat is, because 
the state system, as mentioned be- 
fore, did not lay down as its prin- 
ciple the shaping of the creative 
coracitnee, but ntbu depended, to 
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1 — The State that Man Made : 

Modern society is distinguished 
by the system of the "state", that is, 
society has executive authority dele- 
gated to what is called government. 
Society also has law codified by 
man and implemented for the sake 
of the citizen. Its legislative authori- 
ty may amend or change an article 
or more o! its constitution according 
to the circumstances the society and 
the surrounding conditions as seem 
fit for the existence or defence of 
society. 

Thus exist three authorities : 
executive, judicial and legislative 
authority, each of which has specia- 
lized functions. However, on the 
whole, these three authorities coope- 
rate in order to protect the structure 
of society as well as enable the 
individuals to perform their duties 
cooperatively in society and to strive 
towards the goal which unified them 

as a state. 

The function of the legislative 



authority is to codify the law for 
organizing the interrelationships ot 
individuals, projecting their freedom 
of expression and belief, their rights 
10 properly, guarantee private life, 
and personal Freedom. The legislative 
authority also provides equal opport- 
unities for every citizen at every le\«I, 
thus eliminating opportunistic infiltr- 
ation initiated by outside elements 
such as religious, political or econo- 
mic factors rathe; than personal 
qualification. 

Since law is supposed to safe 
guard public interest, modern society 
entrusts the legislative function to ,' 
hody which represents public opiniVn. 
This is done either by national flec- 
tion or the executive outhority app- 
oints experts in every field connecters 
with the life of society. 

The function of the judicial au 
thorily is to apply the law codified 
by the legislative body. In applying 
the law, the judicial authority should 
always keep in mind the purpo < , 
for which the law wo* codified, thn- 
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ou> our hopes and prospects. In this j graduate to knew his religion 
respect, we should follow our leader's complet'y.

Hence, wo understand why 
communists are attacking Islam, and 
also why some of the socialist Arab 
writers are trying to lower the 
value of the Religion in man's life 
and replacing it with w : mt, eo called, 
" Science " and " Scientific way of 
conviction." 

The Science, which is deified 



endeavours tu discover for more 
knowledges. Consequently, science 
does not represent a final actuality, 
and it cannot be considered a way 
J of conviction for the whole human 
generation, because vhat satisfies 
one generation, will not satisfy the 
other. 

Indeed, Socialism in i's correct 
meaning, is to distribute the wealth 
among the people justly, tt- establish 
friendly relations tmong the individ- 
uals of the society, and to spread 
among them peace, love and 
brotherhood.

Thy different' 
tion rule, should not be the factor 
which leads to creation of the sect- 
arianism, or t^e formation of classes 
among the individuals of the society. 
This because sectarianism or classes 
wiil prevent the actual meetings 
among the individuals, while it is 
supposed that the opposition is the 
Way to the relation among them. 

Surely, sectarianism, ai well as 
classes is social sickness, ought to be 
removed. But opposition, itself, ig an 
important factor for the power of 
the society, and the friendly relation 
among its members. So, it should be 
raistd and preserved. 

Presedent Gamal Abel Ei Nasser, 
in his ndress of the ninth anniver- 
sary of the revolution, declared that 
the socialist's laws which were issued 
by the government for the social or- 
ganisation, were an end for the classes 
system, not for the individual diffe- 
rences. These differences form what 
we mean here by " opposition ". 

In the following verses " God 
has bestowed his gifts of sustenance 
more freely on some of you than 
on others " ( Surah the Bee, V. 
71 ). " Are those equal, those 
who know, and those who do 
not know ? " ( Surah the Crowds,

Wheather they 
indicate to the preference in means 
of living or in the othor human abi- 
lities such as knowledges, guidance or 
direction. Indeed Islam means the 
individual differences which are very 
important for the society, but in ihe 
mean time, it does not aim at forming 
classes or sects which ar^ nothing 
but obstacles before the people. 

God call to the believers as 
follows " ye who believe ! let not 
some men among you laugh at 
others : it may be that the ( latter ) 

are better than the ( former ) ". 

( Surah the Rooms, verse, 1 1 ). 

This call gives people a clear 
expression that the individual diffe- 
rences are not reasons for the human 
valuation which classes and sects are 
based on it. And this human valua- 
tion should be a constructional factor 
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it doe* not express any aspect oi its 
interval development. Also, the oppo- 
sition of ltnowladges is a natural 
rule, and the specialization which is 
arising by it, is a natural and social 
feature. 

Actually, it is impossible thai 
all the individuals of anv society, 
can be physicians, geologies, econo- 
mical scientist* or political experianti, 
Ai it is impossible that they can be 
at one rank or the same level. As a 
matter of fact, the life of the society 
dictates the necessity of the opposi- 
tion, which should be in its life to 
reilize its duration and fi:mness. 

In the society, we find the 
physician, and the one who does 
«ot know about medicfn, but he is a 
man of iaw, engineering or chemest- 
ry. As there are among physicians 
who does not know any thing about 
law or the other knowledges. On 
the other hand, we notice the oppo- 
sition in leadership and direction, for 
•xample : There is the leader who 
gives orders to be obtyed, and there 
are people who always obey these 
orders. This opposition is a natural 
quality and an important factor, esp 
ecialty, for the conMnuuce and firm- j 
n%m of the .societies,

progress and welfare for them. 

It is impossible for all lha indi- 
viduals of the society, to be the lea- 
ders who order and find cbediance. 
As it is also impossible for them all 
to obey, unless a good one from 
among them, has ths ability to gov- 
ern ihem justly.

This 
dual which is phisical and human 
characteristic, is clear ir.^ and dis- 
tinguishing man from woman, in 
addiuon to the other human qualities. 

Indeed, to ere is a difference 
between the misapplying of man for 
his human qualify, and between the 
inconsidera-ion of "the natural quality 
of man and woman, This quality 
which distinguishes, phisically, man 
from woman. And this distinction 
can not be changed by the man. 

The bad human conduct — wha- 
tever were its motives — never sati- 
sfies any human or social writer. 
But facts should bo define according 
to its actuality, not due to certain 
personal pias of the writer, who tries 
to make it nearer lo his intention. 

To handle soma of the social 
imperfect features, it cannot be, at 
all, cured with denying the natural 
and the actual rule of the life, but 
by means of inflowing the sources 
of imperfect feature, it self — and 
improving it or stifling it out of the 
mnn's social life.

leadership and direction, and *he 
opposition ul abilities which scm« 
of it can be considered as a com- 
pensation for the others among in- 
dividuals. Hence, these abilities join 
the individual? in friendly relation!!. 

To deprive individuals, absolu- 
tely, ot their possessions, or to dist- 
ribute the wealth among them with 
complete equality, is en upnormal 
feature in the society, Hence, the 
friendly relations among them will 
be cut, because the compensation 
rule which is based upon (opposition), 
is not founded at that time. So Com- 
munism — in the economical field — 
which based upon absolute depriva- 
tion from one's personal property, is 
a feature against the will of the 
society, and this of course does not 
emanate from its natural development 
needs. 

The distribution of the ns'inna 
! wealth — with equality — among the 
I individuals, is the feature which rpri- 
I ngs also from cut of the society, as 
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So we have, accordingly, such 
two families to be members in the 
powerful and united society. In re- 
gulating the family relations, holy 
Qur'an says : "Men are the protectors 
and maintained of woman, because 
God has given the one more {streng- 
th) than the other." 
(Surah the women, verse 34.) 

This verae expresses emplicidy 
the importance of opposition rule 
which, surely, causes the comfortable 
and the continuous happy life of the 
family. This 'appy life will be realized 
after the opposition rultvopenly- 
a^sures the manly characteristics of 
the man which force him to he a 
leader, and this leaderahip-by turn- 
in need of a strong personality, 
especially, in lack of preponderance 
or distinction as well. 

It is obviously known that this 
verse does not combine any indicat- ! 
ion which gives man-according to his j 
supposed strong personality the right 
to misconduct his wife, or to misunder- 
stand the real meaning of the right 
which is given to him as a protector 
of the family. But there is no doubt 
that the leadership of the man and 
his supposed strong personality are 
natural characteristics. The ability of 
acceptation and modification which 
distinguishes and differs woman from 
mctn, is also a natural cnaiacteristic

the needs to the opposition rule 
which is very important for the dur- 
ation of comfortable, suii&blfe and 

long happy life. / 

The: o wo talk much about 
equality between wom»n and man, 
or rather who ahk more freedom for 
the woman, if they actually means 
to prevent man from mi.-n&plyiitfr his 
strong personality towards his wife, 
or to advise him not to misuse his 
leadership to her, their appeal is 
naturally loMc, nh-o i\ is one of the 
teachings of J.dwm. Bui if their aim 
is to abolish the human natural 
differences between male and female 
as the communis t writers are trying 
to do, they should remove ihe pi eject- 
ion cf the woman's breast, at hist, 
by means of "God of science", or at 
least to prom-cent the man's braast 
by means of the same God, to be 
equal to the woman's one. When 
this will be realized, the organic 
human nufure will be similar, and its 
characteristic will bo equal. But it 
will only differ into va growth 
and development, though united in 
its substance. 

The Socialism-which some ol

[ tern.il contradictions and conflict be- 
tween the two discordant elements 
of her nature. In addition to that, if 
she gives a boy as a result of sexual 
meetings with her husband, she will 
not be able to guide or nurse him 
correctly, because her nature is con- 
fused and mixed up. So, it is very 
obvioui thflt, this family can not be 
considered a good brick in the 
structure of the perfect and strong 
society. 

And it we also suppose that 
every one of the two is of similar 
personality to the other, - wheather 
it is a strong or a weak one -, the 
matter in this case will not be, more 
than a continuous struggle, diiugree- 
ment and permanent friction. When 
every one of them is of a strong 
personality or a frail one, the matter 
will be exhaustion, confusion and 
perplexity. 

The family which begins its life 
or relation with disagreement and 
continuous struggle, is exactly like 
the other one, which both of its 
members are oi trail personality. 
This is because every one of them 
is similar to the other. In such family 
weariness and perplexity prevail upon 
the relations b^ween the husband 
and his wife.

It is absolutely impossible to 
find the human society which consi- 
sts of individuals of similar charact- 
eristics. For instance, is it possible to 
find the human society which comb- 
ines only males or females ? or Is it 
posjible to find that its individuals 
have the lame wealth, the same 
power or the same weakness ? 
Surely, it is absolutely impossible, 
because tin oppositioivnot similarity, 
is the vary important principle for 
the duration of any human society, 
especially, in iU firmness and tena- 
city. 

1 — The exiatance and the 
continuance of the family — the frist 
brick in the structure of the society — 
are not only the result of sexual 
meeting between male and fem- 
ale, which forms the new generations, 
but also the opposition between the j 
psycologicul characteristics of male | 
and female, plays a great part in this I 



connection. And perhaps this will be 
followed by the dissimilar of bodily 
formation of man and woman. Cert- 
ainly, the manly character compells 
him, by inture, to be of a strong 
and powerful penunuiity, especially, 
in case of preponderance, firmness, 
determination and performance. It is 
obvious that preponderance needs 
meditation and studies, as it needs 
experiences and demonstrations. Also, 
determination needs self-control and 
intellegence. 

On ihe contrary, the fiminine 
character enforces 'voman, by nature, 
to have the ability of conformity 
modification, acceptation, and suitab- 
ility. Due to her interior motherhood 
inclination, she kindly nurses her 
child, falsi a care ot him, supply him 
with all his needs and keeps an eye 
on him all the times. But the direc- 
tion of the child is not sable during 
his childhood, it completely likewise 
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corJing^nl fr*."*n i:v"' ;/ oxpediliui 
remained behind, they could devo'c 
themselves to studies in Religion and 
admonish the people when they 
return to them- that thus they (may 
leaai ) to guard jhgrnssivas ( against 
evil. )" ( Surah the Repentance, 
verse 122.)

Thiii ia Mohamed who all the 
I£'!sJirfl countries wherever they are, 
celebrate the memory of his birihday 
during the lunar monlh "Rabia AI- 
Awai" rvciy year. It is a good 
opportunity arid bett luck lor the 
United Arab lie public to adopt Islam, 
its sdiudue and ^achin^. Since the 
United Arab Republic embraced 
islam, it tuis kvpl its sources speci- 
ally, She holy Quran and the prophetic 
traditions. The university of AI-Azhar. 
which is one of the United Arab 
Republic universiiies, and which is 
the reUgious one, had shouldered to 
teach Islam many centuries ago. It 
contains thousands of the foreign 
students who Ie;l their countriei and 
families and came to Al-Azhar for 
tiie sake of studying Islam and its 
teachins.
